To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Little  Lever 

Urban  District  Council 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  approval,  my  report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
Little  Lever  during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1957. 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

The  area  of  the  t own shin  is  8o8  acres.  The  estimated  population 
is  4j730,  compared  with  4,791  in  the  1951  census.  There  are  1,721 
inhabited  houses  in  the  district  as  against  the  same  number  in  1956. 

This  gives  a  rate  of  approximately  three  persons  per  house.  The  rateable 
value  of  the  district  is  £35,^79  and  the  sum  raised  by  a  penny  rate  is 
approximately  £140. 

Social  conditions  are  reasonably  good  and  there  is  no  great 
amount  of  unemployment.  The  district  is  mainly  industrial  in  character, 
the  chief  industries  being  cotton  weaving,  paper  making,  ebonite  and 
plastics  manufacturing,  chemical  manufacturing,  pre-cast  concrete 
goods  making,  brick  making,  and  dairy  farming. 


Births 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  1957  was  75s  as 
against  72  in  1956.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  40  males  and  35  females. 
There  were  three  male  illegitimate  births  and  one  female  illegitimate 
birth.  The  birth  rate  is  1 6.6  per  1,000  of  population  as  against  16.1 
in  1956,  and  a  mean  rate  of  16. 5  for  the  previous  five  years.  The 
birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1957  was  16.1. 

Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1957  was  73.  This 
number  comprises  38  males  and  35  females,  and  is  an  increase  of  13  on 
the  figure  for  1956.  The  death  rate  is  18.1  per  1,000  of  population, 
as  against  14.8  for  1956,  and  a  mean  rate  of  15*5  for  "the  previous 
five  years.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  V/ales  in  1957  was  11.5* 
The  average  age  at  death  was  62.6  years  for  males  and  70.3  years  for 
females. 

Still-births 


There  were  no  still-births  recorded  in  1957,  thus  giving 
a  Nil  rate  per  1,000  of  total  births,  compared  with  a  rate  of  14  in 
19565  and  a  mean  rate  of  24  for  the  previous  five  years. 

Infantile  Mortality 


The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year 
in  1957,  was  three  (two  males  and  one  female).  This  is  one  less  than 
in  1956,  and  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  4.0  per  1,000  of  live  births,  as 
against  56  for  1956,  and  a  mean  rate  of  36  for  the  previous  five  years. 
The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1957  was  23. 

Neo-natal  Mortality 


Of  the  three  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year, 
two  were  of  children  under  four  weeks  of  age,  and  both  were  male. 

This  gives  a  Neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  27  per  1,000  of  live  births 
compared  with  the  rate  of  I6.5  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Maternal  Mortality 
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Once  again,  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1957,  thus 
giving  a  Nil  rate  per  1,000  of  total  births,  the  same  as  in  1956, 
and  a  mean  rate  of  0.80  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  Maternal 
Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1957  was  0.47. 

Midwifery  Services 


There  are  no  midwives  resident  in  the  district,  but  there 
are  three  midwives  on  the  list  of  midwives  engaged  by  the  County  Council. 
All  three  reside  in  Farnworth  and  are  available  for  cases  in  Little  Lever. 
They  are  readily  accessible  as  all  have  telephones  and  cars.  The 
service  provided  by  them  has  been  entirely  satisfactory. 

As  in  previous  years,  many  cases  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Bolton  and  District  General  Hospital  and  to  Maternity  Homes  outside 
the  district,  but  quite  a  number  of  confinements  have  been  conducted 
in  the  homes  of  the  patients.

At  the  end  of  1957 ?  the  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Register  was  32,  cpmprising  26  Respiratory  cases  and  6  Non-Respirat ory 
cases. 


The  death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System 
in  1957 9  was  Nil  compared  with  0.21  per  1,000  of  population  in  1956$ 
and  a  mean  rate  of  0.17  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  death-rate 
from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System  for  England  and  Wales  in 
1957  was  O.65  per  1,000  of  population.

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There  was  only  one  death  from  Cancer  in  1957?  compared 
with  eleven  in  1956.  This  given  a  death  rate  of  0.21  per  1,000 
of  population,  as  against  2.32  in  1956,  and  a  mean  rate  of  1.59 
for  the  previous  five  years. 

The  death  rate  from  Cancer  in  England  and  Wales  in  1957 
was  2.09  per  1,000  of  population. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum

District  IT  -  rsing 


There  is  one  District  Nurse  resident  in  the  district.  Nurse 
Jackson  has  again  carried  out  her  duties  as  District  Nurse  in  a  most 
exemplary  manner.  She  has  shown  herself  to  he  always  willing  and 
helpful  when  called  upon,  and  has  Drought  a  great  deal  of  comfort 
and  cheerfulness  to  the  sick  and  the  aged.  In  addition  to  her 
official  duties,  she  has  taken  a  very  active  part  in  the  communal 
activities  of  the  district  and  has  done  a  great  deal  of  voluntary  work. 

As  in  the  past,  her  work  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  work 
of  the  members  of  the  Home  Help  Service,  set  up  in  the  district.  I’he 
members  of  this  Service  have  been  a  source  of  immense  help  to  the  sick 
and  aged  people,  and  their  work  has  been  thoroughly  appreciated  by 
the  great  majority,  although,  as  in  other  areas,  a  few  people  have 
tended  to  be  rather  exacting  in  their  demands  and  not  sufficiently 
co-operative. 

Old  People's  Voluntary  Welfare  Committee 

Since  its  formation  in  1955?  this  Committee  has  done  extremely 
good  work  in  the  district  and  has  proved  to  be  a  very  active  and  hard 
working  body.  The  officials  and  members  of  the  Committee  have  shown 
considerable  interest  in  the  work  and  by  various  efforts  have  achieved 
a  very  sound  financial  state.  The  Chiropody  Service  is  now  well 
established  and  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  old  people.  Christmas 
Dinners  were  again  provided,  and  outings  were  arranged  by  private 
cars,  film  shows  in  the  homes  were  given  by  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
with  light  refreshments  served  by  other  members,  concerts  have  been 
held,  and  an  outing  by  coach  was  arranged.  As  a  result,  the  old 
people  feel  that  they  are  not  forgotten,  and  their  lives  have  been 
brightened  very  much  by  the  efforts  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Committee. 

Ho spital  and  Ambulance  Services 

The  district  is  adequately  served  as  regards  hospital 
accommodation  and  there  is  no  difficulty  in  getting  urgent  cases 
admitted  to  hospital.  It  is,  however,  still  very  difficult  to  get 
aged  people  and  chronic  cases  admitted  owing  to  the  shortage  of 
beds  and  of  nursin^  staff. 

The  ambulance  service  has  again  functioned  in  a  very 
satisfact ory  manner  and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint.  Urgent 
cases  are  always  dealt  with  as  quickly  as  possible  and  the  staff  of 
the  ambulance  service  co-operate  most  cheerfully  and  efficiently 
with  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  district.

Sanitary  Inspections 

During  1957 >  the  number  of  premises  visited  for  the  purpose 
of  sanitary  inspections  was  24I,  involving  a  total  of  361  visits. 

As  a  result  of  these  visits,  202  defects  or  nuisances  were  discovered. 
Of  these,  126  were  abated  through  the  issuing  of  9  informal  notices 
and  2  statutory  notices.  Ho  legal  proceedings  were  required. 


Bakehouses,  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  periodically 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  have  been  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 


There  are  four  dairy  farms  in  the  district.  The  milk 
produced  from  these  farms  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality. 

Factories  and  workshops  have  been  periodically  inspected 
and  have  been  found  to  be  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Food  shops  have  also  been  visited  and  inspected  from 
time  to  time.  Very  marked  progress  has  been  made  in  the  way  of 
displaying  and  handling  food  in  the  shops.  Owners  and  employees 
are  now  much  more  conscious  of  the  need  for  strict  hygiene  in  the 
handling  of  food.  Four  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
during  the  year  but  investigation  showed  nothing  conclusive  and  the 
probability  is  that  the  cases  arose  from  the  dirty  conditions  in 
the.  home,  as  all  the  cases  occurred  in  one  family,  whose  standards 
of  cleanliness  are  not  very  high.  Model  Byelaws  for  Food  Hygiene 
have  been  adopted  and  notices  to  shops  and  canteens  have  been 
issued  in  order  to  keep  a  high  standard  of  hygiene. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  is  from  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board’s 
mains,  and  is  constant.  All  houses  are  directly  connected,  the 
number  of  houses  with  a  piped  supply  being,  1,736. 
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Water  Supply  (continued) 

During  1957?  47  "bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
water  were  made,  and  were  found  to  "be  unsatisfactory  without 
treatment,,  Chemical  analyses  of  the  raw  water  to  the  number  of 
11  were  made  and  these  were  found  to  he  satisfactory.  In  addition, 
of  the  water  going  into  supply,  where  treatment  is  installed,  145 
bacteriological  examinations  were  made,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory, 
and  33  chemical  analyses  ware  made,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  reservoirs  into  which 

upland  surface  water  flows.  All  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  any 

water  with  a  plumbo  solvent  action  is  lime  treated.  The  water 

sup, ly  is  satisfactory  on  the  whole  but  quite  a  number  of  houses  have 

very  poor  pressure  which  may  be  due  in  part  to  the  narrowing  of  the 
bore  of  the  service  pipes. 

During  the  year,  39  yards,  of  3  inch  mains,  and  38  yards  of 
4  inch  mains  were  installed  for  servicing  new  houses. 

Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  again  proved  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  The  sewage  is  treated  by  screening,  sedimentation 
and  filtration.  No  extensions  to  the  sewage  works  were  carried  out 
during  1957*  The  Council  are  now  members  of  the  Bolton  and  District 
Joint  Sewerage  Board,  which  is  carrying  out  a  scheme  to  carry  the 
sewage  from  Little  Lever  into  a  common  sewage  disposal  plant  situated 
in  the  area  of  the  Kearsley  Urban  District. 

There  are  three  houses  in  the  district  without  sewerage 
systems,  owing  to  the  impract ibility  of  connecting  them  to  a  sewer. 
Fourteen  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  during 
the  year. 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council’s  covered  wagon. 
Collections  are  made  each  week  during  the  winter  months,  and  at 
intervals  of  ten  days  during  the  summer  months.  There  are  now  only 
three  privy  colsets  in  the  district  and  these  are  cleared  each 
fortnight.  Such  cesspools  as  there  are  in  the  district  are  kept 
in  order  by  the  owners.  The  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  by 
contolled  tipping  on  the  Council’s  tip. 

The  sewers  and  manholes  have  been  inspected  periodically. 
Sewers  have  been  flushed  and  manholes  cleaned  and  regular  treatment 
has  been  carried  out  in  order  to  keep  rats  under  control. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Council  is  a  member  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Smoke 
Abatement  Society.  The  time  limit  for  the  emission  of  black  smoke 
is  two  minutes  per  half  hour.  There  are  15  factory  and  works 
chimneys  in  the  district  and  12  observations  were  made  on  these 
during  the  year,  but  no  formal  action  was  needed. 

Personal  contact  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  made 
with  works  managers  and  constant  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  the 
emission  of  black  smoke  is  kept  down  to  a  minimum. 
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Atmos  PM  ric  Pollution (continued) 

Other  sources  of  atmospheric  pollution  are  to  he  found 
in  the  emission  of  acrid  blue  smoke  from  a  foundry,  dust  from 
heavily  laden  coal  v'agons  passing  through  the  district,  and  dust 
from  open-cast  coal  mining.  Those  have  all  tendod  to  make  living 
conditions  rather  grim  at  times,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
contemplated  legislation  for  ensuring  clean  air  will  prove  helpful 
in  eradicating  these  sources  of  pollution. 

Housing 

During  1957 y  14  new  houses  were  erected  in  the  district,  12 
by  the  local  authority  and  2  by  other  bodies  or  persons.

Housing  Conditions 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  fairly 
good.  The  commonest  type  of  house  is  the  four-roomed  cottage 
containing  two  bedrooms.  There  arc  about  85O  of  this  type,  but  of 
these,  about  180  are  well  below  the  general  standard.  The  chief 
defects  to  be  found  in  these  houses  are  dampness,  low  ceilings,  old 
age,  absence  of  bathrooms,  poor  water  pressure,  absence  of  hot  water 
systems,  poor  sanitary  conveniences  and  bad  siting.  Most  of  them 
are  a  hundred  or  more  years  old.  Owing  to  the  low  rents,  no 
maintenance  work  ha s  been  carried  out,  and  even  before  the  last 
war,  many  of  them  had  been  put  on  a  tentative  list  as  warranting 
demolition.  Their  condition  has  steadily  deteriorated  and  it 
would  be  completely  uneconomic  to  spend  money  on  renovating  them. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  by  the  local  authority  in 
1957  was  much  less  than  the  number  built  in  the  previous  year,  but 
schemes  have  been  suggested  for  the  building  of  40  "two  and  one-bedroom 
flats,  and  5  two  s,nd  one  bedroom  bungalows,  when  the  time  is 
opportune.  There  does  not  now  appear  to  be  the  same  urgency  to  build 
new  houses,  as  the  waiting  list  is  much  less  than  it  vras  a  few  years  ago. 

It  is,  however,  imperative  that  slum  clearance  schemes  should  be 
drawn  up  and  a  definite  policy  adopted  for  the  replacement  of  these 
old  houses  by  modern  houses.  It  is  estimated  that  about  $00  new 
houses  of  all  types  are  needed  to  replace  the  old  sub-standard  houses. 
There  are  far  too  many  families  in  the  district  who  are  living  in 
deplorable  housing  conditions,  and  it  is  grossly  unjust  that  they  should 
be  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  living  in  modern  houses  with  all 
their  amenities  which  arc  now  denied  to  them.

The  chief  needs  of  the  district  are  the  replacement  of 
the  old  unfit  houses ,  by  modern  three  and  four-bedroom  houses  for 
families,  and  flats  or  bungalows  for  elderly  people.  The  waste 
water  closets  ought  to  be  replaced  by  fresh  water  closets. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  wore  reported  during  the  year, 
but  there  are  still  many  cases  of  young  married  couples  being 
compelled  to  live  with  parents. 

Town  Planning 

The  County  Council  have  delegated  powers  to  the  local 
Council  in  the  matter  of  Town  Planning  affairs,  and  there  is  the 
closest  co-operation  between  the  local  Council  and  the  County 
authorities  in  all  matters  to  do  with  Town  Planning. 

Disinfection 


Nine  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year,  after  notifications 
of  infectious  diseases.  The  method  used  is  Formaldehyde  Vapour  in 
the  sealed  room  of  the  house.  In  addition,  one  Council  house  was 
disinfected  by  spraying  with  an  insecticide. 

Vaccination  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation 


During  the  year,  immunisation  and  re-immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  were  carried  out.  In  all,  75  children 
under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  received  primary  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  and  17  received  booster  injections,  whilst  51  children 
under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  received  primary  immunisation  against 
Whooping  Cough  and  two  children  received  booster  injections.  These 
figures  compare  rather  unfavourably  with  the  figures  for  195^,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  are  not  getting  careless  about  having 
their  children  immunised,  as  the  benefit  obtained  from  immunisation 
has  been  proved  beyond  any  shadow  of  doubt. 

It  is  regrettable  that  one  •>  again  the  number  of  children 
vaccinated  against  Small-pox  during  1957  was  too  low.  The  total 
number  of  live  births  was  7 5 p  but  only  28  children  wore  vaccinated 
and  18  children  were  re-vaccinat ed.  This  means  that  approximately 
37/o  of  the  total  live  births  were  vaccinated,  as  against  32 °]o  in  1956. 

It  is  far  too  low  a  percentage  and  it  is  deplorable  that 
parents  wil}.  only  take  the  trouble  to  have  their  children  vaccinated 
when  there  is  a  scare  of  small-pox  epidemic. 

General  Observations  - 

Apart  from  an  epidemic  of  Measles,  the  general  health  of 
the  district  was  reasonably  good,  and  there  were  very  few  other  cases 
of  infectious  diseases.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  Measles 
epidemic  and  no  serious  after-effects  were  noted. 

The  number  of  births  was  slightly  higher  than  in  1956?  "but 
as  against  this,  the  number  of  deaths  was  higher,  but  the  average  age 
at  death  of  both  males  and  females  was  higher  than  in  1956.  The 
birth  rate  compares  very  favourable  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  but  the  death  rate  much  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales. 
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The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  less  than  in  1956?  and 
once  again  it  is  satisfactory  to  he  able  to  record  a  Nil  Maternal 
Mortality  rate. 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System 
was  Nil,  and  there  was  a  very  marked  and  satisfactory  drop  in  the 
death  rate  from  Cancer. 

Although  only  12  new  houses  were  built  by  the  Local 
Authority  during  the  year,,  the  housing  situation  is  now  much  easier. 
The  primary  object  for  the  near  future  should  be  to  clear  the 
old,  unfit  houses  and  re-  house  the  tenants  in  modern  houses,  flats 
and  bungalows.  The  clearance  of  these  old  houses  has  been  shelved 
for  far  too  long  and  it  is  high  time  that  the  problem  should  be 
tack”  -d  with  determination. 

The  amenities  provided  by  the  Council  in  the  way  of 
playgrounds,  tennis  courts  and  bowling  green  have  again  been  a 

great  boon  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  district.  Efforts  are 
constantly  made  to  render  the  district  a  more  pleasant  one  to  live 
in,  but  there  are  too  many  people,  mostly  young,  with  no  sense 
of  civic  pride  and  many  of  the  efforts  made  to  make  the  district 
better  have  been  nullified  by  the  wanton  destructiveness  of  a  few. 

The  Maternity  of  Child  Welfare  Clinic  provided  by  the 
County  Council  has  again  been  most  useful  and  has  been  well  attended. 
The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  virtual  completion  of  a  new  clinic  in 
My t ham  Road  and  it  was  plain  to  see  that  this  addition  to  the 
amenities  of  the  district  would  be  extremely  beneficial. 

More  improvements  to  the  lighting  system  of  the  district 
were  made  during  the  year  and  many  other  unspectacular  but  neverthe¬ 
less  beneficial  improvements  have  been  made  in  various  parts  of  the 
district . 

If  life  in  Little  Lever  is  to  be  more  pleasant,  slum 
clearance,  atmospheric  pollution,  the  prevention  of  dropping  litter 
in  the  streets,  and  the  replacement  of  the  waste  water  closets 
are  problems  which  must  have  high  priority  and  if  resolute  measures 
are  adopted  to  deal  with  these  matters,  there  can  be  no  doubt  as 
to  the  ultimate  benefit  to  the  community.
